Visitation  Group  Recommends  State  College  for 
Continued  Recognition  in  the  National  AACTE 


.Representatives  Commend  Curriculum  Patterns, 
Student,  Administration,  Staff  Relationship 

A  favorable  report  regarding  Northwest  Missouri 
State  College  lias  been  submitted  lo  AACTE  national 
headquarters  by  representatives  of  the  American  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Colleges  for  'readier  Education. 

In  an  over-all  evaluation  the  visitation  group  thought 
that  the  curriculum  patterns  of  this  college  were  excellent 

and  especially  praised  the  general* - 

education  program  required  of  all 
students. 

Good  Relationship 

The  professional  visitors  were  also 
impressed  with  the  splendid  rela¬ 
tionship  which  exists  between  the 
administration  and  staff  and  the 
students. 

In  addition  they  concluded  that 
this  school  has  a  well-defined  ad¬ 
ministrative  policy  and  faculty  or¬ 
ganization. 

They  were  impressed  with  the 
democratic  organization  of  the  fac¬ 
ulty  as  shown  through  the  Faculty 
Council,  an  elective  body  composed 
of  twelve  "members  t>f-‘  the  faculty. 

The  group  thought  the  Faculty 
Council  noteworthy  ih  that  it  pos¬ 


sesses  real  authority  with  which  to 
govern  that  body. 

Praise  Self-Government  Plan 

High  praise  for  the  personnel 
work  in  the  Men’s  Quadrangle  was 
a  significant  part  of  the  report. 
The  plan  of  self-government  in  the 
quads  by  the  Quad  Council  and  the 
democratic  spirit  .which  exists 
among  the  men  were  recognized  as 
being  very  good.

Enrollment  Limit  Is  Twenty 
Enrollment  in  the  nursery  school 
lias  always  been  up  to  capacity.  A 
limit  of  twenty  children  is  set  up 
with  the  added  limitation  that  the 
child  must  be  four  years  old  before 
Christmas.  This  gives  an  age  range 
in  the  nursery  school  of  from  three 
and  one-half  to  five  years. 

In  comparison  with  the  nursery 
school  the  kindergarten  of  tire  lab¬ 
oratory  school  is  slightly  older,  for 
it  was  founded  in  1930.  Like  the 
nursery  school,  the  kindergarten 
enrollment  has  always  been  up  to 
capacity  but  here  the  limit  is  set 
at  twenty-five  children.  The  child 
must  be  five  years  old  before 
Christmas,  thus  giving  an  age  range 
of  from  four  and  one-lialf  to  six 
years  in  this  group. 

Pre-school  Years  Are  Important 
Psychologically,  the  pre-school 
years  '  are  the  mast  valuable  years 
in  the  life  of  an  individual.  Dur¬ 
ing  this  time  the  basic  features  of 
personality  and  living  are  formed. 
Here  the  child  learns  his  first  so¬ 
cial  habits  as  he  learns  to  live  with 
people  of  his  own  age. 

As  the  child  comes  into  the 
grades,  social  adjustment  is  made 
easily  because  of  this  pre-school 
training.  Studies  have  proved  that 
there  are  few  failures  in  the  grades 
from  those  who  have  had  pre- 
school  training.  A  readiness  for 
language,  reading,  and  writing  has 
been  developed  In  the  child  to  make 
this  result  possible. 

Training  Develops  Child 
Miss  Ohloe  Millikan,  director  of 
Early  Childhood  Education,  says. 
“The  chief  objective  of  the  pre- 
school  program  is  tljj  all  around 
growth  and  development  of  the 
whole  child— -physically,  emotional¬ 
ly,  socially,  Intellectually." 

An  important/  aspect  of  the  pre¬ 
school  system  is  the  close  coopera¬ 
tion  between  the  home  and  the 
school.  Instead  of  a  P.  T.  A  sys¬ 
tem,  parent  f.ludy  groups  meet- to

discuss  the  problems  arising  at  cer¬ 
tain  age  levels. 

Conferences  Arc  Held 
In  this  system  grade  cards  are 
not  issued  to  the  children.  Reports 
on  the  children  consist  entirely  of 
conferences  with  the  parents. 

The  physical  well-being  of  the 
child  Is  of  major  importance  In 
this  pre-school  system.  Before  the 
child  comes'  to  school  he  receives 
a  complete  checkup  by  his  physi¬ 
cian  which  includes  checking  on 
eyes,  ears  and  Immunization.  In 
addition  to  this  the  Horace  Mann 
nurse  conducts  a  dully  inspection 
of  the  children.  If  the  child  shows 
signs  of  not  being  well,  the  par¬ 
ents  are  called  and  the  child  is 
sent  home. 

Nurse  Makes  Daily  Inspection 

During  the  day  there  is  a  balance 
of  activity  and  quiet  periods.  The 
day  of  the  pre-school  child  begins 
at  9:30  a.nt.  with  the  dally  inspec¬ 
tion  by  the  nurse.  A  work  period 
followed  by  a  clean-up  period  is 
next  on  the  morning’s  schedule.  A 
mkl-morning  lunch  and  rest  per¬ 
iod  follow  which  provide  a  time 
for  quiet  and  relaxation.  Music, 
rhythm,  and  stories  end  the  morn¬ 
ing’s  activities  and  the  school  day. 
If  the  weather  Is  .good  the  children 
play  outside  on  a  well  equipped 
playground.

Serves  As  Observation  Center 

The  nursery  situation  exists  spe¬ 
cifically  for  teacher  education  pur¬ 
poses.  It  Is  kept  as  un  observation 
center  for  those  who  are  prepar¬ 
ing  for  kindergarten  and  primary 
positions. 

Miss  Chloe  E,  Millikan  has  had 
supervision  and  direction  of  the 
pie-school  education  program  from 
its  beginning.  Its  steady  growth  be¬ 
speaks  the  strength  of  her  leader¬ 
ship  and  vision. 

At  the  present  iMiss  Kathryn  Mc¬ 
Kee  is  supervising  teacher  of  the 
kindergarten,  and  Mrs.  Kenneth-Ho- 
gun  is  the  teacher  of  the  nursery 
school.

"A  student  who  Is  ordered  for 
Induction  should  not  he  thrown 
into  a  panic.  All  that  is  neces¬ 
sary  is  for  him  (o  request  the 
Dean  or  Registrar  to  immedi¬ 
ately  file  Iris  local  board  official 
notice  that  he  is  a  full-time 
student  doing  satisfactory  wo  k 
and  that  such  work  actually 
commenced  prior  to  the  date 
the  order  for  induction  was 
mailed.’’ 

Recent  amendments  to  the  Se¬ 
lective  Service  Law  provide  that 
students  are  to  be  deferred  instead 
of  having  their  induction  post¬ 
poned.  They  will,  therefore,  have  I  i  j.  Mnffmnn 

ample  opportunity  after  the  com-  I  L/OllClia  nOrrmUll 
pletion  of  their  academic  year  to 
enlist  in  the  service  of  their  choice. 

If  a  student  has  never  been  de¬ 
ferred  before,  he  would  be  put  in 
Class  1-S  until  the  end  of  his  aca¬ 
demic  year,  but  he  could  receive 
only  one  such  deferment.  Students 
may  be  placed  in  a  Class  2-S  at 
the  discretion  of  their  local  boards, 
if  after  having  received  one  de¬ 
ferment  they  wish  to  continue  on 
with  school. 

“A  student  who  receives  a  1- 
S  deferment  until  the  end  of 
his  current  academic  year  may 
in  some  instances  receive  a  2-S 
deferment  for  the  next  year. 

If  during  the  academic  year 
his  work  was  such  that  he  is 
in  the  prescribed  upper  por¬ 
tion  of  his  class,  or  if  he  takes 
the  Selective  Service  College 
Qualification  Test  and  makes 
-  a  score  of  70  or  better,  the 
local  board  can  consider  him 
for  a  2-S  deferment  for  the 
following  aoademic  year.” 

Local  boards,  however,  may  still 
use  their  discretion  in  granting  a 
2-S  deferment,  although  general 
policy  is  that  students  meeting  eith¬ 
er  or  both  criteria  will  be  defered. 

"Whether  a  man  is  classified  1- 
I, S  or  2-S,  it  Is  a  deferred  classifica¬ 
tions,  and  not  a  postponment  of  in¬ 
duction.  At  the  end  of  the  academic 
year,  the  local  board  must  reopen 
the  classification  to  determine 
whether  he  qualifies  for  any  classi¬ 
fication  other  than  1-A. 

"Following  the  period  the  local 
board  Is  reconsidering  his  case,  a 
student  has  the  right,  if  he  is  not 
deferred  for  another  year,  to  en¬ 
list  in  the  service  of  his  choice,  and 
his  right  to  enlist  in  the  service  of 
his  choice  continues  until  he  is 
ordered  to  report  for  induction.”

Is  Listed  Missing 

Pilot  Was  on  Mission 
Over  Enemy  Territory 

A  shocking  nearness  to  the  Kor¬ 
ean  battlefield  was  handed  the 
students  of  Northwest  Missouri 
State  College  when  they  heard  that 
Lieutenant  Donald  Hoffman  was  re¬ 
ported  missing  in  action  on  Decem¬ 
ber  8. 

'Don,  a  F-51  Mustang  fighter  pilot, 
is  the  first  former  Maryville  student 
to  be  reported  missing. 

Enlisted  in  1951 

He  enlisted  during  the  spring 
quarter  of  1951  and  on  June  22  re¬ 
ceived  his  wings  at  Craig  Air  Field, 
Alabama.  He  underwent  gunnery 
training  at  Luke  Air  Field,  Phoenix, 
Arizona,  and  left  San  Francisco, 
California,  for  the  Pacific  on  No¬ 
vember  17.  , 

Lt.  Hoffman  was  married  on  July 
18  to  Jeanninc  Glass  of  Alabama. 

Was  Willi  Bomber  Squadron 
In  a  letter  from  their  son's  com¬ 
manding  officer,  Brig.  General  T.  C. 
Rogers,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  N.  V.  Hoffman, 
917  Washington  Street,  Waukegan, 
Illinois,  were  informed  that  Lt. 
Hoffman,  on  active  duty  with  the 
I8th  bomber  squadron,,  left  the 
Hoengson  airdrome,  Korea,  on  a 
pre-briefed  close  support  mission 
against  enemy  positions  in  the  area 
of  the  present  battle  line  on  De¬ 
cember  8. 

"He  was  a  member  of  a  four-ship 
flight  of  F-51  Mustang  aircraft," 
General  Rogers  wrote.  "Your  son 
made  one  run  over  a  designated 
target  and  reported  that  his  napalm 
tanks  did  not  release.  As  he  at¬ 
tempted  a  second  pass  over  the 
same  position,  he  lost  his  right  na¬ 
palm  tank  and  went  into  a  spin, 
failed  to  recover  and  disappeared 
into  a  low  layer  of  clouds. 

"Smoke  and  flame  shot  up  through 
the  clouds  and  other  members  of 
the  flight  circulated  the  area  only 
to  discover  the  aircraft  completely 
destroyed.  No  signs  of  life  could  be 
observed,  and  since  the  locality  is 
controlled  by  the  enemy,  this  is  all 
tire  information  we  have  at  the 
present  time. 

"Although  Lt.  Hoffman  has  been 
with  this  organization  only  since 
November  23,  he  had  shown  out¬ 
standing  courage  and  devotion  to 
duty  and  was  flying  his  seventh 
combat  mission  against  the  enemy 
when  he  was  reported  missing  in 
action.

One  unfurl tinale  circumstance'  arising  from 
our  modern  civilzalion  is,  .1  feel,  the  widespread 
acceptance  of  mediocrity  as  a  standard  in  every 
phase  of  personal  endeavor. 

Occupational  commitment  is  woefully  lacking 
among  those  who  plan  to  enter  professional  and 
semi-professional  fields.  The  philosophy  of  “get¬ 
ting  by”  is  being  more  and  more  accepted.  Even 
of  those  who  are  preparing  for  a  most  important 
responsibility — the  training  of  the  nation’s  chil¬ 
dren — some  are  content  to  slide  through  tlieir  pre¬ 
paratory  studies  with  the  least  possible  effort. 

Too  many  persons,  because  they  are  incap¬ 
able  of  disciplining  themselves  to  the  expenditure 
of  'a  maximum  effort  and  lo  the  overcoming  of 
difficulties,  are  unable  to  feel  true  pride  in  the 
work  they  do.  As  a  consequence,  they  teach  them¬ 
selves  to  be  content  with  inferior  achievement. 

Part  of  the  blame  for  the  fact  that  young  peo¬ 
ple  do  not  give  tjjettisolvos  unreservedly  to  a  chos¬ 
en  vocation  uniat,'.!  think,  be  ascribed  lo  educa¬ 
tional  practices  which  have  been  followed.  In¬ 
structors,  both  on  the  high  school  and  college  lev¬ 
el,  have  placed  a  great  deal  of  stress  on  (lie  ac¬ 
cumulation  of  facts — names,  dates,  incidents. 

It  is  true  that  those  basics  must  he  mastered, 
but  beyond  this,  teachers  should  utilize  their  op¬ 
portunity  to  instill  in  (heir  students  the  spirit  and 
the  drive  which  impelled  the  great  persons  of  his¬ 
tory  to  superlattvo  accomplishments.
